I  found  a  postcard  on  E-bay  while  searching  for  World  War  II  related  items.  It  was  a  post  card  of 
the  Columbia  River  but  what  caught  my  eye  was  a  drawing  of  service  members  of  the  Army,  Navy 


and  Marines  striding  together.  I  had  not  seen  that  on  a  postcard  before.  I  looked  at  the  image  of 
the  back  of  the  postcard  and  it  had  a€oeFreea€  in  the  area  for  the  stamp  and  the  cancellation 
stated  aCoeBUY  WAR  SAVINGS  STAMPS  AND  BONDS. a€  The  sender  was  Private  Lincoln  Roundtree 
who  was  stationed  at  Ft  George  Wright  in  Spokane  Washington  (closed  in  1957).  He  was  in  a 
chemical  unit  (could  not  decipher  his  abbreviations).  He  was  mailing  it  to  his  sister  in  Rochester, 
New  York.  The  message  aCoeTomorrow  I  move  ?a€  is  certainly  interesting.  The  postcard  was 
aCoefurnished  for  convenience  of  men  in  the  armed  services  by  the  Washington  State  Progress 
Commission. a€ 

I  found  a  lot  interesting  with  this  postcard.  I  liked  the  image  of  the  service  members  on  the 
front  which  I  had  not  seen  before  and  that  it  was  mailed  by  a  soldier  using  free  mail  and  it  has  a 
War  Bond  cancellation.  Those  made  me  want  this  postcard.  The  message  is  interesting.  I  interpret 
it  to  mean  that  Lincoln  did  not  know  where  he  was  going  to  be  sent  or  it  was  classified  and  he 
could  not  mention  it.  I  was  able  to  find  out  the  Washington  State  Progress  Commission  was 
established  in  1937  and  its  mission  was  to  provide  information  and  promote  the  state  of 
Washington.  It  was  the  forerunner  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Economic  Development. 
The  Commission  was  abolished  in  1945.  The  postcard  was  provided  as  a  service  to  the  service 
members  but  promoted  their  message. 

It  was  printed  by  the  N  P  (North  Pacific)  Bank  Note  Company,  Tacoma.  I  have  been  able  to 
find  out  much  about  this  company.  The  postcard  does  not  have  a  catalog  number  on  it  but  a 
search  on  line  revealed  10  different  images  on  the  postcards  and  there  are  probably  more.  Just 
what  I  needed,  another  series  to  collect. ..NOT! 

I  failed  to  resist  the  urge  and  bought  four  more  Washington  postcards.  They  are  unused  and 
feature  the  Grand  Coulee  Dam,  Rosario  Beach,  Dry  Falls  and  a  guy  fishing  for  salmon.  The  first  2 
have  the  3  military  members  on  the  lower  left  of  the  face  and  the  last  one  does  not.  They  all  state 
they  are  for  aCoethe  convenience  of  men  in  the  armed  services. a€

The  movie  is  about  a  B-25B  Mitchell  bomber  pilot  on  the  Doolittle  Raid  who  was  forced  to 
bail  out  over  China.  He  is  found  by  a  Chinese  widow  (husband  died  in  Nanking  fighting  the 
Japanese)  and  her  young  daughter  who  hide  him  from  the  Japanese  and  treat  his  wounds.  It  details 
his  ordeal  and  his  eventual  escape  to  Chunking  and  freedom.  The  movie  is  in  English,  Chinese  and 
Japanese  with  English  subtitles  for  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  parts.  I  do  not  want  to  give  away  any 
other  parts  of  the  movie.  It  was  not  action  packed  but  I  found  it  very  interesting.  I  have  not  seen  a 
movie  that  detailed  this  aspect  of  the  Doolittle  raid.  I  think  anyone  with  an  interest  in  WWII  history 
would  enjoy  it,  as  even  my  wife  did.  It  is  not  for  those  looking  for  a  lot  of  action,  explosions, 
superheroes  and  machines  that  transform  into  other  things.  To  me  it  was  a  well  done  movie  about 
an  interesting  story  and  I  think  most  festers  would  like  it.

Dear  Myers, 

Thank  you  for  the  review.  I  liked  it  (the  review)  and  because  of  it,  I  want  to  see  the  movie.  I  may 
have  to  get  Dave  Schwan  or  some  other  young  person  to  help  me  find  it.  Of  course  you  forgot  to 
include  the  numismatic  part  of  the  review  as  a  required  part  of  the  review.  Soooo,  I  will  assume 
that  you  could  not  find  anything  in  the  movie  to  qualify  as  numismatics.  This  requires  creativity! 
What  kind  of  numismatic  things  might  we  find  re  the  movie  or  (more  likely)  the  mission  itself? 

Many  medals  and  (NCLT)  coins  have  been  issued  on  the  Doolittle  Raid  theme. Certainly  short 
snorters  exist  relative  to  the  mission.  I  am  not  sure  if  I  have  ever  seen  one  (but  I  sure  would  like  to 
OWN  one!!! 

Do  you  remember  the  West  of  Tokio  Missionary  Society?  I  made  a  presentation  on  it  just  a  few 
years  ago  at  the  Fest.  The  society  made  membership  cards  from  captured  homeland  Japan  notes. 
Serial  number  1  card  was  issued  in  an  honorary  fashion  to  Colonel  (later  general)  Doolittle.  That 
card  was  illustrated  in  the  1944  Life  magazine  that  detailed  the  exploits  of  the  society.  I  stole  a 
copy  of  that  image  from  the  magazine.  (Ok,  stole  is  a  bit  harsh,  but  borrowed  it  weak  too.) 

One  other  little  numismatic  story  that  I  can  think  of  re  Doolittle  is  about  his  personal  medals.  His 
group  is  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian  Air  and  Space  Museum.  It  is  a  spectacular  display  done  in  a 
slightly  understated  way.  Of  course  his  Medal  of  Honor  is  there.  They  are  always  impressive,  but 
another  item  captured  my  imagination.  Most  observers  would  consider  his  World  War  I  Victory 
Medal  to  be  rather  mundane.  Millions  were  created  and  issued,  but  there  is  something  special 
about  Doolittle's  medal.  It  is  well-worn  from  being  polished  by  Doolittle's  own  hands!  That  just 
strikes  me  at  a  very  personal  level. 

There  is  one  more  thing  about  the  medal  group.  I  studied  the  group.  There  was  something  about 
it  that  struck  me  as  a  mistake.  I  cannot  now  remember  what  it  was,  but  it  is  not  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  point.  With  this  forgotten  question  in  mind,  I  went  to  the  book  store.  There  I  found 
two  Doolittle  biographies.  Not  only  did  I  not  find  a  satisfactory  answer,  but  I  found  conflicting 
information  in  the  two  books! 

In  a  case  like  this  when  I  am  considering  military  decorations,  I  always  think  about  the  certificates 
that  were  issued  with  the  medals.  These  certificates  are  much  more  rare  than  the  medals  and  in 
most  cases  more  interesting.  At  the  same  time,  they  are  displayed  much  less  frequently  than  are 
the  medals  (which  themselves  are  displayed  too  infrequently). 

Resolving  these  discrepancies  and  issues  remains  on  my  to-do  list  (it  is  turning  into  a  bucket  list.

I  recently  looked  through  a  large  container  of  World  War  II  notes.  Most  were  common  and 
there  were  probably  400-500  JIM  notes.  I  managed  to  find  8  notes  I  needed.  Of  course  I  have  a  list 
of  the  JIM  notes  I  already  own.  My  list  is  based  on  pages  634  to  637  in  World  War  II  Remembered 
which  lists  the  known  blocks.  While  searching,  I  ran  into  an  issue.  I  had  found  a  Netherlands  East 
India  1  cent  block  S/EB.  On  page  635  there  is  a  blank  spot  where  this  note  should  be.  I  wondered  if 
I  had  really  made  a  discovery  or  I  lacked  the  knowledge  that  this  note  was  found  long  ago.  I 
contacted  Neil  Shafer,  Harold  Kroll,  Randy  Poe  and  Greg  Hale  and  they  have  not  seen  the  note.  It 
could  very  well  exist  out  there  in  other  collections  or  dealers  stock.  The  good  news  is  that  it 
appears  a  new  note  has  been  discovered,  the  bad  news  is  JIM  collectors  have  another  note  to  look 
for.  The  note  has  some  folds  and  stains  and  looks  like  it  was  in  circulation,  so  I  would  assume 
others  were  released  at  the  same  time.

In  this  case  there  were  a  few  things  that  pleased  me.  The  catch  and  links  between  the  coins  are 
very  nicely  done.  Nice  enough  that  I  might  try  to  teach  myself  to  twist  such  links!  The  other  thing 
was  the  selection  of  coins.  The  main  coin  is  1942  George  VI  shilling.  Flanking  the  shilling  are  three 
(on  each  side)  six  pence  pieces.  These  six  include  two  George  V  and  four  George  VI  coins.  The 
arrangement  seems  to  be  quite  deliberate  to  me. 

Finally,  the  bracelet  was  really  cheap.  I  am  far  too  accustomed  to  having  to  turn  such  things 
down  because  the  seller  out  of  ignorance  and  hope  has  put  an  exaggerated  value  on  the  thing.  I 
was  happy  to  bring  it  home.

THE  7th  COLUMN

I  recently  acquired  the  July  1944  issue  of  Click  magazine.  I  bought  it  because  of  the 
War  Bonds  on  the  cover.  I  opened  the  magazine  and  the  first  thing  I  see  is  an  ad  from  Liberty 
Mutual  Insurance  Company.  There  is  a  picture  of  a  man  falling  off  a  ladder  while  trying  to 
hang  curtains  for  his  wife.  Under  the  picture  is  a€oeDONa€™T  WASTE  MONEY  ON  THE 
7th  COLUMNaC. 

That  caught  my  attention  as  I  had  not  heard  of  the  7th  column.  I  was  aware  of  the 
5th  column  which  refers  to  a  group  of  people  who  undermine  a  larger  group  from  within.  It 
can  be  clandestine  (spying  and  sabotage)  or  overt  attacks.  It  originated  in  1936  during  the 
Spanish  Civil  War.  Nationalist  General  Emilio  Mola  told  a  journalist  his  4  columns  of  troops 
would  attack  Madrid  and  a  5th  column  inside  the  city  would  openly  attack  the  Republican 
Government  to  support  him. 

Now,  getting  back  to  the  7th  column,  it  refers  to  accidents  that  cause  injuries,  damage 
equipment  and  decrease  production  which  damages  the  war  effort.  They  were  costing  the  US 
$14  million  a  day  in  1944.  It  was  delaying  victory  more  than  the  5thcolumn.  Living,  working 
and  driving  safely  was  promoted  to  decrease  the  losses.  The  ad  also  promoted  supporting 
the  Fifth  War  Loan  by  buying  more  bonds.  The  money  saved  by  decreasing  the  7th  column 
expenditures  could  be  used  to  buy  war  bonds.  This  is  the  numismatic  connection. 

Liberty  Mutual  was  very  patriotic  by  paying  for  an  ad  promoting  the  Fifth  War  Loan  but 
if  there  are  fewer  injuries  the  insurance  company  will  pay  out  less  in  benefits  so  it  is  a  win 
win  situation. 

I  assume  some  of  the  festers  are  asking  aCoeis  there  a  6th  column?a€  There  is  and  like 
the  5th  column  it  is  also  a  group  of  people  inside  the  larger  group  but  the  6th  column  does 


not  work  against  the  larger  group  but  supports  the  larger  group.  The  6thcolumn  works  to 
moderate  the  actions  of  the  leaders  of  the  larger  group  to  govern  as  they  feel  they  should.

Festers'  POW  Book  Out-at  Fest 

It  is  an  often  forgotten  piece  of  World  War  II  history  to  the  general  public  that  between  1942 
and  1946,  425,000  Germany,  Italian,  and  even  some  Japanese  prisoners  of  war  were  held  at 
700  POW  camps  in  46  U.S.  states.  All  except  the  Japanese  got  here  on  troop  transport  ships 
that  would  have  otherwise  returned  from  Europe  empty. 

This  book  is  a  comprehensive  look  at  one  of  the  overlooked,  yet  more  intriguing  aspects  of 
the  camps'  operations  a€"  the  money,  or  a€oechitsa€  that  the  POWs  used  for  discretionary 
expenses  in  their  camps,  such  as  for  cigarettes,  candy,  paper  and  postage,  3.2%  beer,  or 
other  items. 

Why  did  prisoners  of  war  have  or  even  need  money?  Enlisted  POWs,  the  book  explains, 
were  allowed  to  work  on  non-military  tasks  such  as  farming,  construction,  and 
manufacturing.  For  this,  they  were  paid  on  a  scale  based  on  the  U.S.  equivalent  of  their 
military  rank.  A  private  in  1941,  as  an  example,  got  80  cents  a  day  and  an  additional 
gratuitous  10  cents  per  day  for  necessities.  Officers  got  paid  if  they  worked  or  not.  If  they 
chose  to,  they  got  paid  extra.  Many  POWs  returned  home  wealthier  than  the  families  they 
left  behind  when  they  went  off  to  war.  Some  of  the  pay  could  be  used  to  purchase  canteen 
coupons  in  the  form  of  booklets  with  face  values  of  from  20  cents  to  $20  that  could  be  used 
in  the  camp. 

Rather  than  employing  a  unified  payments  system,  the  camps  issued  their  own  ticket-like 
chits  in  booklets  prepared  under  contract  by  private  printers.  This  is  the  most  comprehensive 
work  ever  compiled  on  this  interesting,  but  overlooked,  subject. 

The  book  contains  brief  histories  for  most  of  the  camps,  and  even  some  anecdotes.  Chits 
and  the  booklets  they  came  in  are  illustrated  in  color.  Prices  are  given  in  used  and  new 
conditions  with  a  new  numbering  system  devised  by  the  authors.  Historical  maps, 
documents,  and  photographs  are  interspersed  throughout. 

This  wonderful  new  book  is  by  well-known  Festers  Davids  Seelye  and  Frank.  Over  900  color 
photos.

You  Are  Never  too  Young  to  Buy  a  War  Bond

I  recently  obtained  the  July  1944  copy  of  Childrena€™s  Play  Mate  Magazine.  The  reason  I 
was  interested  is  the  cover  has  an  adult  female,  a  young  boy  and  a  young  girl  who  has  a  sign 
hanging  from  her  neck  that  states  aCoeBUY  WAR  BOND  S  FOR  UNCLE  SAMaC 

On  page  36  there  is  a  section  entitled  aCoePlaymate  Patrol,  For  DefenseaC.  On  the 
three  pages  are  drawings  of  a  tank,  a  female  in  uniform,  a  Flying  Fortress,  a  jeep  and  a  US 
fighter.  In  the  text  written  by  the  children  they  note  how  they  are  supporting  the  war  effort 
by  saving  scrap,  tin  cans,  grease,  paper  and  nylon  hose. 

Other  than  what  is  on  the  cover,  there  is  another  way  this  meets  the  gram 
a€oecriteriaa€  by  having  a  WWII  numismatic  connection.  In  the  section  I  discussed  above,  a 
13  year  old  buys  defense  stamps,  a  9  year  old  buys  defense  stamps  and  has  a  $25  bond,  an 
11  year  buys  defense  stamps  every  other  week  and  has  several  bonds,  another  11  year  old 
has  a  $100  bond  and  almost  enough  stamps  for  a  $25  bond,  a  10  year  old  has  2  bonds  and 


donated  50  cents  to  the  Red  Cross  and  the  National  War  Fund,  a  10  year  old  has  bought 
$11.75  in  war  stamps,  a  12  year  old  has  2  war  bonds  and  is  a  member  of  the  First  Fighter 
Command  Ground  Observera€™s  Corps  and  the  last  child  has  6  bonds  and  makes  cookies  for 
the  servicemena€™s  center. 

As  well  as  I  can  remember,  at  the  ages  of  these  kids  I  was  probably  making  less  than  50 
cents  a  week  allowance  for  doing  my  chores  and  would  get  50  cents  for  mowing  the  lawn.  It 
would  have  taken  me  a  long  time  to  buy  a  bond.  I  am  sure  the  children  had  some  adult  help 
with  getting  the  funds  to  buy  bonds  but  they  decided  to  buy  defense  stamps  and  bonds 
rather  than  candy  and  toys. 

The  contributors  to  this  section  of  the  magazine  would  obtain  rank  for  their  submissions 
(private,  corporal,  and  sergeant),  buying  defense  stamps  (2nd  lieutenant)  and  buying  bond 
(1st  lieutenant).  A  higher  rank  could  be  obtained  for  outstanding  contributions  for  the  war 
effort. 

Emergency  Announcement  Fest  X  Challenge  Coins  Available 


Festers  at  MPCFest  XIX  (2017)  were  surprised  to  find  that  the  edge  lettering  on  the  challenge 
coins  had  XVIII  instead  of  XIX.  The  XVIII  had  appeared  the  year  before  quite  correctly.  At  Fest 
XIX  the  error  challenge  coins  were  withdrawn.  For  Fest  XX  corrected  2018  challenge  coins 
are  being  produced.  Bronze  challenge  coins  with  the  corrected  (XIX)  date  on  the  edge  will  be 
available  for  Festers  who  were  at  Fest  XIX. 

Corrected  silver  XIX  challenge  coins  are  also  being  produced  to  order  so  to  speak.  Festers 
who  were  at  Fest  XIX  can  trade  in  their  error  medal  for  a  corrected  one. I  you  cannot  find  your 
silver  error  for  exchange  you  can  purchase  one.  The  catch  is  that  we  have  only  ordered  10 
new  sliver  Fest  XIX  pieces.  The  first  ten  Festers  to  email  the  Boss  (via  the  editor)  will  get 
these  10.  If  more  are  needed,  and  if  the  requests  get  here  in  time  to  increase  the  order,  it 
will  be  increased.  The  price  of  the  corrected  medal  (in  FRNs)  will  not  be  over,  but 
approximately  $30. 

Editorial

I  consulted  with  the  folks  at  the  Great  Lakes  Mint  about  the  idea  that  possibly  I  should  buy 
the  blanks  then  or  perhaps  half  of  the  blanks  thus  hedging  the  price.  The  representative  said 
that  sure,  that  was  a  reasonable  idea.  Actually  she  said  "OK"  and  gave  me  the  phone  number 
of  the  place  where  they  buy  the  blanks.  Well,  here  nearly  a  year  latter,  I  am  no  nearer 
obtaining  the  blanks.  I  had  no  idea  that  things  could  be  so  difficult  and  no  idea  why. 

As  soon  as  I  send  out  this  Gram,  I  am  calling  an  alternative  place  on  a  long  shot.  The  point 
is  that  if  I  can  make  it  happen,  I  will  try  to  give  everyone  a  chance  to  get  a  gold  challenge 
coin,  but  the  time  might  be  short  when  the  notice  appears  in  the  Gram.  Might  be  short?

Minute  Maids  of  1942 


NOVEMBER  For  All  Qirls — Published  by  the  Qirl  Scouts  1942 


by  Bill  Myers 

I  recently  purchased  the  November  1942  issue  of  American  Girl,  published  by  the  Girl  Scouts.  The 
cover  has  a  girl  scout  holding  a  book  for  10  cents  Defense  Savings  Stamps  and  has  a  10  cents 
Defense  Savings  Stamp  in  her  left  hand  getting  ready  to  put  into  the  book. 

On  page  49  there  is  an  article  by  Harriet  Elliott  (Director,  Womena€™s  Division  War  Savings 
Staff)  entitled  a€oeA  Challenge  to  the  Minute  Maids  of  1942. a€  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
recognized  the  Girls  Scouts  as  the  Minute  Maids  of  1942  for  their  patriotism,  cooperation  and 
energy.  She  notes  the  Girl  Scouts  established  a  aCoeVictory  Fund.aC  They  requested  each  Girl 
Scout  send  at  least  one  War  Stamp  to  the  National  Headquarters.  The  aim  of  the  fund  was  to  help 
the  country  to  victory  and  help  children  in  other  countries. 

Elliott  also  requested  Girl  Scouts  produce  the  aCoeVolunteers  for  VictoryaC  pageant  that  shows 
how  the  generosity  of  women  has  strengthened  freedom  and  democracy.  An  example  was  how 
Queen  Isabella  gave  her  pearls  to  Columbus  so  he  could  discover  the  New  World. 

Elliot  also  requested  the  Girl  Scouts  give  up  little  luxuries  to  keep  the  greatest  luxury  -  a  free 
America,  by  buying  one  10  cents  War  Stamp  a  month  which  would  raise  $840,000  in  a  year  if 
everyone  participated.  That  could  buy  17  pursuit  planes  or  2,270  hospital  beds.  She  then 
comments  on  how  four  times  as  much  could  be  bought  if  every  girl  bought  a  10  cents  stamp  every 
week. 

The  war  was  almost  a  year  old  when  the  magazine  was  published  and  the  Girl  Scouts  were 
significantly  involved  in  supporting  the  war  effort.

A  very  special  thank  you  goes 
out  to  all  of  the  collectors,  dealers  and  others  who  have  donated  material  to  the  auction.  Thank 
you. 

Now  it  is  up  to  you  to  study  the  list  and  find  some  items  to  bid  on.  Find  some  items  for  your 
collection  or  find  some  donated  items  to  bid  up  or  buy  to  support  the  scholarship  fund.  This  is  an 
auction  where  you  can  bid  up  your  friends  just  for  the  fun  of  it!  Then  they  can  retaliate  by  bidding 
you  up!

I  looked  at 
several  reports.  Apparently  the  report  gives  the  top  four  countries  and  the  top  three  seem  fairly 
constant.  Fourth  place  was  held  by  Netherlands,  France  and  Greece. 

All  of  this  is  very  interesting  to  be  sure.  I  am  not  certain  that  there  is  anything  important,  but  it  is 
interesting.  Many  years  ago  we  reached  out  asking  readers  to  report  in  from  where  they  were 
reading  the  Gram.  Let's  try  that  again.  I  guess  there  are  two  kinds  of  reports.  Where  do  you 
routinely  receive  the  Gram  and  if  you  are  travelling,  where  did  you  receive  the  Gram?

Well,  she  said,  the  only  chance  would  be  open 
shooing  on  Mondays,  but  we  only  have  ten  firing  points  for  it  and  it  is  from  1000  to  1800  on 
Monday.  Wow  I  responded.  That  is  possible.  It  would  not  be  for  everyone,  but  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  keen  and  curious. 

Today  I  ran  a  recon  to  Camp  Perry.  As  soon  as  I  saw  the  red  live  firing  range  flag,  I  knew  that  I 
was  in  luck.  It  was  more  than  luck.  I  never  would  have  guessed  what  a  great  place  it  is.The  range  is 
as  modern  as  the  aforementioned  indoor  air  range.  Shooters  can  monitor  every  shot  on  a  screen  at 
each  firing  point. 

The  fellow  in  charge,  Mike  Conrad,  is  a  Port  Clinton  High  School  graduate,  but  quite  a  while  after  I 
was  there.  He  explained  that  shooting  is  $10  an  hour  with  shooters  providing  their  own  rifles  and 
ammo.  Sounds  like  a  great  deal  to  shoot  at  the  world  famous  Camp  Perry  range.  Of  course  that 
raises  some  issues  for  me.  Then  again,  it  will  probably  be  necessary  for  me  to  practice  a  few 
Mondays  between  now  and  when  the  Fest  goes  to  Camp  Perry. 

One  fellow  had  an  interesting  device  attached  to  the  muzzle  of  his  rifle.  As  crazy  as  it  seemed, 
my  only  guess  was  that  it  tested  muzzle  velocity.  I  inquired  and  was  correct.  Cool.  The  shooter 
showed  me  how  the  device  worked.  Well,  not  really  how  it  worked,  but  how  it  displayed  useful 
information  for  the  shooter.  As  you  would  assume  from  what  I  have  told  you,  the  device  measures 
the  muzzle  velocity  of  every  round.  It  then  displays  it  and  the  velocity  of  the  preceding  rounds. 

Somehow  (software  of  course)  you  can  have  it  compare  groups  of  rounds.  In  this  case  the  fellow 
was  comparing  the  velocities  of  two  groups  of  cartridges:  commercial  cartridges  and  hand  loaded! 
He  showed  me  all  of  the  data.  In  addition  to  the  velocities,  the  device  calculated  the  standard 
deviations  for  both  groups.  The  results  were  interesting  indeed.  The  hand  loaded  rounds  that  the 
fellow  had,  well,  hand  loaded  had  a  greater  muzzle  velocity  by  .3  xs  per  ys.  I  am  not  sure  about  the 
x  and  y,  but  I  am  about  the  .3.  I  had  a  great  time  and  look  forward  to  the  opportunity  to  take  some 
Festers  to  the  local,  but  world  famous,  Camp  Perry  (high  power)  range.

I  need  to  comment  on  the  Rest  challenge  coin.  The  challenge  coin  from  last  year  was  issued 
with  a  corrected  version  of  the  date  on  the  edge  (XIX  instead  of  XVIII).  The  new  challenge 
coin  features  a  right  facing  bust  of  a  male  with  a  laurel  wreath  on  the  obverse.  The  challenge 
coin  had  a  T  stamped  on  the  neck  and  was  issued  to  the  festers  who  presented  during 
training  and  a  silver  version  was  issued  to  those  participating  in  the  Championship  Challenge 
(March  Madness).  There  are  7  colorized  versions  of  the  coin,  4  for  the  1st  SGTs,  1  for 
registration  and  2  in  the  raffle.The  image  is  from  the  541  &  691  $5  MPC.  The  reverse  has  an 
eagle,  flag  and  stars  that  is  on  other  fest  coins.  Could  this  beginning  of  images  from  MPC  on 
future  Fest  challenge  coins?  You  need  to  come  to  the  next  fest  to  find  out. 

It  was  an  excellent  fest.  Each  year  is  better  then  the  last.  If  you  missed  Fest  XX  you  missed  a 
good  time  and  there  are  10  months  left  before  the  next  fest  so  start  making  plans  to  attend.

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D-Day  plus  75  Years 


Do  you  have  a  favorite  note?  Probably  you  do.  It  certainly  gets  harder  to  decide  as  the  years— and 
decades— slide  by  and  the  purchases  pile  up. 

I  have  some  rare  notes  and  even  some  really  rare  notes  and  I  like  them  all.  Some  of  them  have 
been  recognized  as  being  rare  over  all  the  years  that  I  have  collected.  A  few  were  not  recognized 
as  such  when  I  took  them  home.  Of  course  there  were  some  apparent  rarities  that  I  gleefully  took 
home  only  to  have  them  later  slip  to  a  common  rating. 

A  few  of  my  rarities  even  were  found  in  junk  boxes!  The  bad  news  is  that  not  a  single  one  of 
these  junk  box  rarities  in  my  collection  was  found  in  the  boxes  by  me!  On  more  than  one  occasion 
an  excited  collector  has  shown  me  a  note  that  he  had  plucked  from  a  junk  box  then  sold  to  me  at  a 
substantially  higher  price.  In  such  cases  I  am  not  upset.  I  am  glad!  I  like  people  to  bring  their  finds 
to  me.  I  would  much  rather  have  a  great  note  at  a  high  price  than  to  not  have  it! 

I  have  paid  some  high  prices  for  notes.  Really  high.  Mind  numbing  high.  Even  marriage  wrecking 
high.  I  am  happy  that  I  can  say  that  I  really  like  all  of  those  high-priced  notes,  but  I  can  assure  you 
that  price  has  little  to  do  with  love  as  you  will  see.  I  just  must  throw  in  that  none  of  my  favorites 
are  prized  because  they  are  one  of  the  finest  examples  or  even  the  finest  example  known.  I  am 
much  more  likely  to  like  a  well-circulated  note  that  is  the  only  one  known,  but  my  favorite  does  not 
fall  in  that  category  either-far  from  it. 

Having  said  all  of  this,  I  can  (and  will)  tell  you  what  my  favorite  note  is,  but  first  a  few  more 
twists.  I  owned  one  of  these  notes  long  before  I  recognized  it  as  even  a  candidate  for  favorite. 
There  is  another  significant  problem  with  selecting  the  favorite  note.  I  love  all  of  my  babies. 

I  am  fond  of  talking  about  "history  in  your  hands"  as  the  most  important  basis  of  collecting.  This 
is  getting  closer  to  the  identity  of  my  own  favorite. 
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So,  after  all  of  this  I  must  tell  you  that  I  believe  that  my  favorite  note  is  the  ultimate  of  history  in 
your  hands.  It  is  the  extremely  common  Allied  military  2  franc  note! 

This  note  was  created  in  the  United  States  on  behalf  of  the  Allies  expressly  for  the  invasion  of 
France:  D-Day,  6  June  1944.  These  notes  were  in  the  pockets  of  every  soldier,  sailor,  airman  and 
marine  that  attacked  the  continent  on  that  day.  I  cannot  see  a  picture  or  movie  about  D-Day 
without  thinking  of  those  notes  in  the  pockets. 

Wonderfully,  there  is  much  lore  to  add  to  the  history  of  those  lowly  2  franc  notes.  First,  let  me 
explain  why  I  like  the  2  franc  note  the  best  when  the  series  has  notes  as  high  as  5000  francs  that 
are  rare.  It  is  the  irony  of  it.  That  little  2  franc  note  is  so  small  of  size  and  denomination  to  be  all 
but  unnoticed  by  collectors  today  and  even  in  commerce  in  1944.  Like  the  common  fighting  man  it 
was  there  to  do  a  job  without  any  fanfare. 

Furthermore,  that  small  size  and  denomination  made  it  an  ideal  souvenir  for  those  fighters.  At 
least  many  thousands  of  the  2  franc  notes  were  put  into  envelopes  and  sent  home  to  loved  ones  as 
souvenirs  and  symbols  of  where  the  sender  had  been  and  what  he  had  done.  Often,  the  sender 
wrote  a  few  words  on  these  notes:  words  of  love,  time  or  place.  If  those  soldiers,  sailors,  and 
airmen,  thought  enough  of  those  2  franc  notes  to  send  them  home,  then  we  (at  least  I)  should 
respect  them  (the  people  and  the  notes). 

The  notes  are  not  inexpensive,  they  are  downright  cheap.  You  can  easily  pick  up  some  nice  very 
fines  at  a  show  for  $2  (a  fitting  price  I  must  say)  or  less,  often  substantially  less.  I  cannot  stop 
myself.  I  have  hundreds  of  them. 

I  try  to  always  carry  one  of  these  notes  on  my  person  in  the  hope  of  striking  up  a  conversation 
with  friends  and  strangers.  If  the  person  seems  truly  interested,  I  present  the  note  at  the  end  of 
the  conversation  with  the  admonition  that  the  note  represents  the  unbelievable  courage  of  all 
those  thousands  of  men  on  D-Day  and  that  the  world  (borrowing  from  Winston  Churchill)  will 
recognize  that  courage  for  a  thousand  years. 

In  addition  to  the  emotional  factors  above,  the  Allied  military  franc  notes  are  fascinating  in  many 
ways  that  are  more  commonly  appreciated  by  collectors. 

As  I  said,  they  were  printed  in  the  United  States.  Mostly  they  were  printed  by  the  Forbes 
Lithograph  Manufacturing  Corporation  that  we  discussed  last  time  for  Allied  military  lire.  Like  the 
lire,  the  Forbes  monogram  F  is  included  on  all  of  the  franc  notes.  Unlike  the  AM  lire,  the  colophon  is 
not  significant  in  identifying  any  varieties. 

They  were  printed  as  Operation  Tomcat.  This  is  an  intriguing  bit  of  information.  It  is  well-known 
that  the  D-Day  operation  itself  was  Operation  Overlord.  The  purpose  of  code  names  is  to  allow 
discussion  of  details  without  violating  security. 

Collectors  first  learned  of  Operation  Tomcat  in  1968  in  the  seminal  article  by  Neil  Shafer  and  Ken 
Bressett.  Since  then  we  have  found  wonderful,  amazing  even,  confirmation  of  that  fact. 

The  photograph  that  Joe  and  I  selected  for  the  cover  of  World  War  //  Remembered  is  of  pay 
operations  somewhere  in  England  a  few  days  before  D-Day.  A  young  lieutenant  is  paying  the 
troops  at  a  table  under  camouflage  netting. 

The  soldier  being  paid  has  an  M-l  carbine  and  the  officer  has  a  pistol  on  the  table.  If  you  look  at 
the  table  carefully,  you  can  see  a  nice  stack  of  the  square  Allied  military  francs  (2,  5,  and  10  franc 
notes  are  all  of  the  same  small  square  shape  and  size).  Very  dramatically  there  is  also  a  wooden 
shipping  box  on  the  table  painted  Operation  Tomcat! 

More  subtly,  Bank  of  France  notes  are  also  on  the  table.  This  confirms  another  important  aspect 
of  AM  francs.  It  is  common  to  call  them  invasion  money,  liberation  notes,  spearhead  notes,  and 
even  occupation  money.  The  French  people  sometimes  called  it  American  money.  These  various 
terms  have  differing  degrees  of  credibility,  but  the  notes  were  officially  known  as  "supplemental 
francs." 

This  is  an  important  point.  When  the  issue  was  planned,  printed,  transported,  and  distributed,  it 
was  intended  to  supplement  the  Bank  of  France  notes  that  the  Allies  expected  to  find  in  circulation. 

This  intended  use  is  demonstrated  by  the  use  of  the  AM  and  Bank  of  France  francs  on  the  pay 
table  in  the  photograph.  Importantly,  the  supplemental  terminology  can  also  be  confirmed  by  its 
use  on  the  covers  of  specimen  books  of  the  D-Day  notes. 

Of  course  at  Forbes  the  notes  were  lithographed.  The  designs  were  simple.  The  notes  were 
appropriately  Series  1944.  This  fact  is  on  the  face  of  the  notes  but  of  little  consequence  in 
identifying  the  notes.  They  do  not  have  a  signature,  but  they  are  numbered  and  as  usual  the  serial 
numbers  are  of  great  interest  to  us. 

The  numbers  are  really  quite  extraordinary.  They  are  typical  eight  numerals  but  without  prefix  or 
suffix. 

Obviously,  the  numerical  limit  for  such  a  system  is  100  million  notes  (possibly  by  adding  a 
replacement  for  the  last  note). 

To  number  beyond  the  100  million  limit,  the  printers,  Forbes  and  the  BEP  (on  a  small  number  of 
notes)  added  an  additional  number  to  the  field  of  the  notes;  numeral  2  for  the  second  block  etc.  It 
was  necessary  to  number  a  second  block  for  the  2,  5,  and  100  franc  notes.  I  especially  like  the 
extra  "2"  on  the  2  franc  notes! 

In  most,  if  not  all,  cases  world-wide  replacements  are  indicated  by  altering  the  blocks.  Even 
though  the  blocks  in  this  case  consist  of  only  one  (or  no)  numeral  the  same  system  was  used.  For 
replacements,  the  block  number  is  replaced  by  the  letter  "X." 

Compared  to  Operation  Overlord,  Operation  Tomcat  was  a  relatively  small  undertaking.  Of 
course  Tomcat  was  important  to  military  finance  personnel,  Forbes  workers  and  management,  and 
even  important  to  BEP  management.  Surprisingly,  this  detail  of  Allied  planning  became  the  source 
of  some  international  political  turmoil. 

In  due  course  Allied  staff  officers  visited  General  Charles  de  Gaulle  at  the  Free  French 
headquarters  in  London.  The  staffers  showed  the  notes  to  the  general  who  immediately  rejected 
them  as  unsatisfactory!  There  were  two  major  points  of  contention.  The  notes  were  not  signed  and 
had  innocently  applied  but  offending  text:  "Emis  en  France"  [Issued  in  France].  The  general  pointed 
out  that  no  one  issues  notes  in  France  but  Frenchmen  and  that  this  text  indicated  otherwise. 

Furthermore,  General  de  Gaulle  said  that  if  the  Allied  headquarters  went  ahead  and  issued  these 
notes,  that  he,  Charles  de  Gaulle,  would  announce  via  radio  that  the  people  should  not  accept  the 
notes. 

As  you  can  imagine,  the  staff  officers  were  stunned.  What  they  viewed  as  a  courtesy  visit  and 
turned  into  a  potential  disaster.  They  returned  to  SHAEF  (Supreme  Headquarter  Allied 
Expeditionary  Force)  to  report  the  problem  to  the  supreme  commander,  General  Eisenhower. 

We  have  no  information  on  this,  but  I  would  love  to  know  what  alternatives  the  staff  guys 
thought  up  before  they  got  to  see  Eisenhower.  Did  they  consider  scrapping  the  entire  issue  and 
printing  a  new  one  in  England  perhaps?  How  about  overprinting  the  Tomcat  notes?  Perhaps  they 


considered  trying  to  get  enough  Bank  of  France  notes.  We  likely  will  never  know,  but  there  is 
always  a  chance  of  a  diary  or  other  as  yet  unfound  document  will  tell  us. 

Back  a  SHAFE,  they  asked  Ike  what  they  should  do.  After  a  pause,  Ike  responded  that  they  should 
issue  the  notes.  Somewhat  taken  aback,  they  asked  under  whose  authority.  He  leaned  forward  (I 
cannot  document  the  leaning  part)  and  said  "On  my  authority."  As  you  can  imagine,  that  was  good 
enough  for  the  staff  officers. 

Who  decides  if  an  issue  of  money  is  good?  The  chief  executive?  Financial  authorities?  Central 
banks?  In  this  case  the  supreme  commander?  No.  The  people  decide. 

The  Allies  went  ashore  on  June  6,  the  people  gladly  accepted  the  money,  and  General  de  Gaulle 
kept  quiet.  However,  it  is  very  interesting  that  the  German  army  saw  the  same  flaws  as  de  Gaulle 
and  ran  a  propaganda  campaign  to  discredit  the  notes. 

Wow,  what  a  story  and  it  is  only  half  of  the  tale!  Additional  accommodation  was  made  to  General 
de  Gaulle.  A  series  of  notes  was  printed  by  Forbes  that  fixed  some  of  the  objections.  Specifically, 
the  offending  terminology  was  replaced  with  the  rather  bland  but  safe  word  "FRANCE,"  but  no 
signature  was  added.  The  back  designs  were  changed  completely  with  the  French  flag  again 
replaced  by  the  safe  word  "FRANCE." 

Interestingly,  the  notes  were  officially  called  "Provisional  Francs."  That  was  because  they  were 
created  on  behalf  of  the  provisional  government  of  France.  As  far  as  I  know,  they  were  issued 
indiscriminately  with  the  supplemental  and  Bank  of  France  francs.  It  is  also  not  known  if  there  was 
some  accounting  magic  done  to  charge  the  provisional  government  for  manufacturing  and 
shipping  the  notes. 

I  believe  that  the  Allied  2  franc  note  is  the  most  common  note  in  collections  in  the  world!  Of 
course  it  gets  down  to  the  definition  of  collection.  You  will  find  this  note  in  every  collection  of 
French  notes,  World  War  II  notes,  notes  printed  in  the  United  States,  and  most  importantly  in 
family  collections  of  mementos.

Below  is  an  extract  from  The  Inside  Story  of  UN RRA  by  Marvin  Klemme.  There  are  many 
numismatic  facts  in  this  book,  but  this  one  stands  out  for  its  interest  to  Gramsters.  Of  course 
the  author  makes  some  statements  relating  to  production  of  the  notes  and  even  the 
motivation  of  the  United  States  in  providing  the  production  materials  that  we  would  quibble 
about  today.  The  entry  is  accompanied  by  the  image  of  a  Soviet-printed  100  mark  note- 
serial  number  -5519618.  Still,  it  is  a  great  contemporary  report. 

...The  (Jewish}  people  all  seemed  to  have  large  rolls  of  German  money.  Also,  what  was  hard 
to  explain  was  the  fact  that  many  of  them  had  large  numbers  of  crisp  new  Allied  invasion 
notes-  mostly  of  the  100  mark  denomination.  Before  leaving,  we  spent  some  time  looking 
over  the  camp  and  mingling  with  the  D.P.s,  including  one  group  that  Fishbein  said  had  just 
arrived  that  morning. 

It  wasn't  long  before  the  story  connected  with  the  "crisp  new  Allied  invasion  notes"  became 
a  matter  of  common  knowledge.  What  happened  was  that  at  Yalta,  President  Roosevelt 
allowed  the  Russians  the  use  of  our  printing  plates  and  engraving  plates.  No  one  knows  how 
much  money  they  ran  off  the  plates  but  it  has  been  estimated  that  this  act  of  generosity  may 
well  have  cost  the  U.S.  taxpayer  over  a  quarter  of  a  billion  dollars. 

The  kind-hearted  Russians  had,  before  sending  the  Jews  on  their  way,  seen  that  they  were 
well  supplied  with  those  new  notes.  A  large  amount  of  this  money  later  showed  up  in  the 
Lubeck  area,  in  the  hand  of  Polish  groups.  They  were  trying  to  get  American  dollars  ,  or 
American  goods,  and  were  offering  the  invasion  money  at  sixteen  times  the  official  rate. 

Since  this  money  wasn't  costing  the  Russians  anything,  they  were  handing  it  out  in  liberal 
amounts.

World  War  II  United  States  war  bonds  are  favorites  of  mine.  Fortunately,  the  $10  soldiers'  bonds  are  not  as  rare  as 
they  once  were.  Now  that  they  are  somewhat  available,  we  can  find  more  examples  to  study  (and  collect). 

I  found  two  great  examples  of  this  at  the  event.  What  first  attracted  me  to  them  was  that  they  are  made  out  to  men 
including  their  rank  (private  and  Technician  4).  I  know  at  least  three  collectors  who  are  interested  in  collecting  these 
$10  bonds  by  rank  so  I  was  quite  pleased  to  find  two  pieces  at  the  show.  Quite  amazingly,  I  found  these  in  the 
inventories  of  two  different  dealers. 

I  bought  them  pretty  much  based  upon  the  ranks.  It  was  only  after  getting  home  (weeks  after),  that  I  looked  them 
over  more  closely.  When  I  did  that,  I  was  very  pleased. 

Both  bonds  are  addressed  to  persons  from  California.  First  we  will  look  at  the  Tec  4.  I  am  a  bit  ashamed  that  I  had  to 
do  some  research  as  to  what  a  Tec  4  was  or  even  what  the  insignia  looked  like.  When  I  found  it,  I  remembered  seeing 
it  and  being  confused  before.  An  Army  Tec  4  had  three  stripes  over  a  T.  Three  strips  for  a  Tec  4.  No  wonder  that  I  was 
confused.  I  am  further  embarrassed  about  this  confusion  because  I  have  a  World  War  II  photograph  of  my  father,  Tec  4 
Schwan. 

The  serial  number  on  this  bond,  while  not  spectacular,  is  relatively  low  at  2,044,399.  The  bond  is  dated  December 
1944.  The  $10  denomination  was  introduced  in  August  1944.  The  serial  number  is  about  10%  of  the  entire  issue  so  all 
of  this  seems  about  right. 

The  other  bond  is  even  more  interesting.  When  I  first  found  it  on  the  bourse,  I  noticed  the  Japanese  name  and 
California  address.  I  speculated  that  the  owner  might  have  been  interned  before  returning  or  moving  to  Fresno  after 
being  released,  then  I  put  it  out  of  my  mind  during  the  negotiations. 

It  was  only  this  evening  that  I  looked  in  World  War  II  Savings  Bonds  and  Stamps.  There  on  page  15,  I  was  thrilled  to 
find  another  bond  made  out  to  the  same  Pvt  Saito,  but  on  that  bond  his  mother  lived  in  Amache,  Colorado--in  an 
internment  camp!  That  is  a  very  historic  bond  and  this  one  is  the  rest  of  the  story  so  to  speak. 

History  in  your  hands!  Next  time  some  coins  (gasp)  from  the  show.

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Remember  Pearl  Harbor

Fred  had  called  me  while  I  was  out  and  when  I  returned  the  call  he  was  waiting  in  line  to  see  the  movie  Midway. 
I  assume  he  will  write  a  review  (no  pressure  Fred).  Fie  asked  me  if  I  had  known  about  the  Pearl  Flarbor 
Survivora€™s  Medal  and  I  answered  with  a  resounding  no.  I  had  to  look  it  up.  The  medal  is  also  known  as  the 
Pearl  Flarbor  Commemorative  Medal. 

The  medal  is  a  bronze.  It  was  established  by  Congress  on  5  November  1990.  It  was  to  be  issued  as  close  to 
the  50th  anniversary  as  possible.  The  initial  eligibility  was  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
United  States  in  Hawaii  on  7  December  1941  and  have  participated  in  combat  against  Japanese  forces.  Being 
killed  or  wounded  was  deemed  to  have  been  in  combat. 

On  23  September  1996  the  eligibility  was  extended  to  civilians  who  were  in  Hawaii  on  7  December  1941  and 
participated  in  combat  against  the  Japanese.  The  medal  was  issued  from  1  February  1991  to  6  December  1993. 
Next  of  kin  could  apply  for  the  medal. 

The  medal  is  not  to  be  worn.  It  is  1.5  inches  in  diameter.  The  obverse  has  a  battleship  in  the  middle  with 
aCoeACT  OF  CONGRESS  1990a€  below  it,  a€oeREMEMBER  PEARL  HARBORaC  curving  across  the  top  and 
aCoeDECEMBER  7,  1941a€  curves  across  the  bottom.  The  reverse  has  an  eagle  grasping  an  olive  branch  in  its 
talons  with  aCoeFOR  THOSE  WHO  SERVEDaC  below  it.  Curving  along  the  rim  from  the  upper  left  to  the  upper 
right  in  a  counterclockwise  direction  is  "A  DATE  WHICH  WILL  LIVE  IN  INFAMYaC. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  locate  how  many  were  distributed  but  I  have  seen  pictures  of  the  medal  on  line 
and  there  was  one  on  E-bay  when  I  searched  for  it.  Looking  at  records  of  past  sales  they  have  sold  for  $50  to 
$200. 

This  seems  to  be  a  relatively  unknown  medal  that  got  very  little  coverage  when  issued  and  it  is  time  to 
correct  that. 

Editorial 

Midway  is  a  very  good  movie.  It  might  even  be  a  great  movie.  I  am  reserving  that  opinion  until  I  see  the  movie 
again!  Fester  Bill  Gordon  and  I  saw  the  movie  shortly  after  it  was  released.  We  both  enjoyed  it  and  found  it 
quite  accurate.  Thereafter,  I  tried  to  arrange  for  another  viewing  with  Festers  Brad  and  David  Schwan.  Bill  was 
also  going  to  see  it  a  second  time,  but  we  just  could  not  make  it  work. 

It  is  important  that  I  get  this  in  now,  because  the  movie  will  not  be  in  theaters  much  longer. 

The  title  to  the  movie  really  should  be  something  like  The  North  Pacific  War  because  while  the  movie  featured 
the  Battle  of  Midway,  it  also  spends  much  time  on  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  and  the  Doolittle  raid. 

First,  I  must  report  that  there  is  very  little  of  direct  numismatic  interest  to  the  movie  except,  of  course,  that  to 
me  everything  about  the  war  is  numismatic. 

There  is  one  very  brief  scene  where  a  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  is  awarded.  Although  it  is  brief,  the  medal  is 
clearly  visible. 

The  most  important  criticism  that  I  have  also  is  about  military  awards.  Richard  Best  was  a  legendary  naval 
aviator.  He  is  featured  in  the  movie.  At  the  very  end  of  the  movie,  final  comments  about  the  main  characters 
are  flashed  on  the  screen.  In  one  it  states  that  Best  won  the  Navy  Cross.  How  sad.  He  did  not  win  the  Navy 
Cross  nor  any  other  military  decorations.  It  was  awarded  to  him.  It  was  not  awarded  as  part  of  a  competition. 
Ok,  perhaps  I  am  too  sensitive  about  this,  but  I  hate  it  and  it  comes  up  too  often.  Usually,  it  comes  up  with 
regard  to  the  Medal  of  Honor,  but  it  is  equally  wrong  with  regard  to  other  medals  and  decorations.

At  a  minimum,  the  yellow  seals  were 
used  when  personnel  were  moving  between  areas  where  different  currencies  were  used.
